1 . (Currently Amended) A wireless communication device comprising: 
a first housing portion having a first exterior surface; 

a second housing portion having a second exterior surface, the second housing portion 
capable of being arranged in a first closed position relative to the first housing portion 
and in a second open position relative to the first housing portion; 
a transceiver situated within one of the first and second housing portions, the 
transceiver coupled to an antenna for transmitting and receiving radio frequency 
signals; and 

at least one external key situated on one of the first and second exterior surfaces, the at 
least one external key capable of being activated by a user when the second housing 
portion is arranged in the closed position for defining a call recipient and for initiating a 
call to the call recipien t, and further capable of being activated for selecting a directory 
of call recipients and for selecting one of the call recipients . 

2. (Currently Amended) The wireless communication device of claim 1 wherein the 
first housing portion defines a first plane and further includes an interior surface, 
wherein the second housing portion defines a second plane parallel with the first plane 
and covers the interior surface of the first housing portion when the second housing 
portion is arranged in the closed position and rotates about an axis perpendicular to the 
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first plane and the second plane while maintaining a parallel relationship with the first 
housing portion uncoverina uncov e rs the interior surface of the first housing portion 
when the second housing portion is arranged in the open position. 

3. (Currently Amended) The wireless communication device of claim 1 wherein the 
first housing portion includes an exterior bottom surface with on e of the first and s e cond 
e xt e rior surfac e s further compris e s a microphone capable of receiving acoustic signals 
when the second housing portion is arranged in the closed position. 

4. (Currently Amended) The wireless communication device of claim 43 wherein 
on e of th o first and second e xterior surfac e s further compris o s t he second exterior 
surface of the second housing portion includes a speaker capable of generating 
acoustic signals when the second housing portion is arranged in the closed position , the 
speaker located adjacent to the microphone when the second housing portion is 
arranged in the closed position and located at an opposite end of the wireless 
communication device when the second housing portion is arranged in the open 
position . 

5. (Currently Amended) The wireless communication device of claim 1 wherein the 
at least one external key is further capable of being activated for selecting a first 
directory of all call recipients and a second directory of call recipients capable of 
receiving single-duplex calls and for s e lecting on o of th o call recipi e nts . 
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6. (Currently Amended) The wireless communication device of claim 5 wherein the 
at least one external key is a single multi-state kev. f urth e r comprising a display on the 
s e cond exterior surfac e , tho display configured to display the directory of call recipi e nts 
and tho s e lected one of th o call rocipionts wh e n th o s e cond housing portion is arrang e d 
in th o clos e d position. 

7. (Currently Amended) The wireless communication device of claim 1 wherein the 
wireless communication device is capable of sending and receiving both single-duplex 
and full-duplex calls when the second housing portion is arranged in the closed position 
6 wh e r e in th e display in a multi lin o liquid crystal display . 

8. (Currently Amended) The wireless communication device of claim 1 wherein the 
at least one external key is a single key capable of being activated for both selecting a 
directory of call recipients and for selecting one of the call recipients f urther capabl o of 
b e ing act i vated for r e c e iving a us e r i nput corresponding to a call r e cipi e nt's phono

9. (Original) The wireless communication device of claim 1 wherein the call is a 
single-duplex communication call. 

10. (Currently Amended) A wireless communication device comprising: a first 
housing portion having a first exterior surface; a second housing portion having a 
second exterior surface, the second housing portion capable of being arranged in at 
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least two different positions relative to the first housing portion including a first position 
and a second position such that when the second housing portion is arranged in the first 
position, a first dimension of the wireless communication device is smaller than a 
corresponding dimension of the wireless communication device when the second 
housing portion is arranged in the second position; a transceiver situated within one of 
the first and second housing portions, the transceiver coupled to an antenna for 
transmitting and receiving radio frequency signals; and at least one external key 
situated on one of the first and second exterior surfaces, the at least one external key 
capable of being activated by a user when the second housing portion is arranged in the 
first position for defining a call recipient and for initiating a call to the call recipien t, and 
further capable of being activated for selecting a directory of call recipients and for 
selecting one of the call recipients . 

1 1 . (Currently Amended) The wireless communication device of claim 1 0 wherein 
the first housing portion defines a first plane and further includes an interior surface, 
wherein the second housing portion defines a second plane parallel with the first plane 
and covers the interior surface of the first housing portion when the second housing 
portion is arranged in the first position and rotates about an axis perpendicular to the 
first plane and the second plane while maintaining a parallel relationship with the first 
housing portion uncovering uncov o rs the interior surface of the first housing portion 
when the second housing portion is arranged in the open position. 

12. (Currently Amended) The wireless communication device of claim 1 0 wherein 
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the at least one external key is further capable of being activated for selecting a first 
directory of all call recipients and a second directory of call recipients capable of 
receiving single-duplex calls and for s o l o ctina on e of the call r e cipi e nts . 

13. (Currently Amended) The wireless communication device of claim 12 wherein the 
at least one external key is a single multi-state kev. furth e r comprising a display on th o 
s e cond e xterior surfac e , the display configur e d to display th o dir e ctory of call r e cip ie nts 
and the sel e ct e d ono of the cal l r e cipi e nts wh e n the second housing portion is arrang e d 
in th e first position. 

14. (Currently Amended) The wireless communication device of claim 4 310 wherein 
the wireless communication device is capable of sending and receiving both single- 
duplex and full-duplex calls when the second housing portion is arranged in the first 
p_osjtjon wh e r e in th o display in a mu l ti lin e liquid crystal display . 

15. (Currently Amended) The wireless communication device of claim 10 wherein 
the at least one external key is a single key capable of being activated for both selecting 
a directory of call recipients and for selecting one of the call recipients f urther capable of 
b e ing activated for r e ceiv i ng a user i nput corresponding to a call r e c i pient's phono

16. (Currently Amended) The wireless communication device of claim 10 wherein 
the second exterior surface of the second housing portion includes a speaker capable of 
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generating acoustic signals when the second housing portion is arranged in the first 
position, the speaker located adjacent to the microphone when the second housing 
portion is arranged in the first position and located at an opposite end of the wireless 
communication device when the second housing portion is arranged in the open 
position t h e call is a single dupl e x communication call . 

17. (Currently Amended) A method for operating a wireless communication device 
including a first housing portion and a second housing portion, the second housing 
portion capable of being arranged in a first closed position relative to the first housing 
portion and in a second open position relative to the first housing portion, the method 
comprising: 

enabling for activation at least one external key situated a first exterior surface of one of 
the first and second housing portions when the second housing portion is arranged in

18. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 17 wherein the first housing portion 
defines a first plane and further includes an interior surface, wherein the second 
housing portion defines a second plane parallel with the first plane and covers the

in the closed position and rotates about an axis perpendicular to the first plane and the 
second plane while maintaining a parallel relationship with the first housing portion 
uncovering the interior surface of the first housing portion when the second housing 
portion is arranged in the open position, and the method further comprising rotating the 
second housing portion from the closed position to the open position about an axis 
perpendicular to the first plane and the second plane while maintaining a parallel 
relationship with the first housing portion, initiating a call to th e call r o cipi o nt r e sponsiv e 
to input signals r o c o ived via th e at least on e e xt e rnal k e y.

20. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 7 wherein the second exterior 
surface of the second housing portion includes a speaker capable of generating 
acoustic signals when the second housing portion is arranged in the closed position, the 
speaker located adjacent to the microphone when the second housing portion is 
arranged in the closed position and located at an opposite end of the wireless 
communication device when the second housing portion is arranged in the open 
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position, and the method further comprising moving the second housing portion from a 
closed position where the speaker is located adjacent to the microphone to an open 
position where speaker is located at an opposite end of the wireless communication 
device jh e d e fining th e call r e cipi e nt comprises sel e cting a dir e ctory of call recipients 
r e sponsive to i nput signals r e c e ived via tho at l e ast on e e xternal k e y. 

(Currently Amended) The method of claim 20 wherein the at least one external 
key is further capable of being activated for selecting a first directory of all call recipients 
and a second directory of call recipients capable of receiving single-duplex calls, and 
the method further comprising activating the at least one external key for selecting a first 
directory of all call recipients and a second directory of call recipients capable of 
receiving single-duplex calls. wher e in the d e fining th e ca l l recipi e nt further compris e s 
s e lecting one of the call r e cipients r e sponsive to input signals rec e iv e d via the at least 
on e e xternal k o y. 

22. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 21 wherein the at least one external 
key is a single multi-state key, and the method further comprising receiving input signals 
via the single multi-state kev. w h e r e in th e wir e l e ss communication d e vic e furth e r 
comprising a display a second e xt e r i or surfac e of one of the first and s e cond housing 
port i ons, th e display configured to display th e directory of call r e cipients and th e 
sel e cted on e of th o call r e c i pi e nts. 
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23. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 22 wherein the wireless 
communication device is capable of sending and receiving both single-duplex and full- 
duplex calls when the second housing portion is arranged in the closed position, and the 
method further comprising sending and receiving both single-duplex and full-duplex 
calls when the second housing portion is arranged in the closed position. wher e in th e 
display in a multi lin o l iquid crystal display. 

24. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 17 wherein the at least one external 
key is a single key capable of being activated for both selecting a directory of call 
recipients and for selecting one of the call recipients, and the method further comprising 
activating the single external key for both selecting a directory of call recipients and for 
selecting one of the call recipients. w h e r e in the d e fining th e call r e cipi e nt compfises 
d e fining a call r e cipient's phon e numb e r r e sponsiv e to input signals r o c o iv e d via th o at 
le ast one e xt e rnal k e y. 
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
